Get Rabies 


Vaccinations 


Marin Cou nty and its cities 
will set u p rabies v accination 
clinics within the 
ne x t few 
months u nder an order inv ok ed 
y esterday by the Region 4 Ra­ 
bies Adv isory Committee. 
The committee, meeting in 
Berk eley , declared Marin and 
Contra Costa Cou nties “rabies 
areas.” Its action req u ires en­ 
forcement of state Department 
of Pu blic Health regu lations 
which inclu de mass rabies v ac­ 
cination, at cost. 


SLOW MOTION 
Marin 
Cou nty 
will “mov e 
slowly ” on the v accination pro­ 
gram to av oid ex cessiv e costs, 
howev er, 
cou nty 
su perv isors 
decided at a meeting with Dr. 
Caroly n 
Albrecht, 
c ou nt y 
health officer. 
Dr. Albrecht said immediate­ 
ly setting u p rabies v accination 
clinics throu ghou t the cou nty 
wou ld inv olv e an ou tlay of per­ 
haps $8 0,000. Cou nty Adminis­ 
trator Donald A. Jensen said he 
had heard the figu re placed as 
high as $200,000. 
Su ch

program” 
wou ld not be necessary u nder 
the state order. Cou nty Cou nsel 
Leland H. Jordan adv ised the 
su perv isors.

Instead, Jensen, Dr. Albrecht 
and Mel L. Morse, ex ecu tiv e 
manager of the Marin Cou nty 
Hu mane 
Society , 
will

Wednesday to work ou t a pro­ 
gram which can be in fu ll ope­ 
ration by Ju ly 1 — the date 
when new dog licenses are du e 
throu ghou t the cou nty . 


The state’s o rder requires 
v accinatio n o f all do g s o v er 
fo ur mo nths o ld, and strict 
co nfinement o f puppies un­ 
der fo ur mo nths. It requires 
that the co unty and cities 
pro v ide clinics to g iv e the 
v accinatio ns at co st. Jensen 
said the co st usually runs 
fro m $1 to $1 .5 0. 


The cou nty will ask the cities 
to prov ide clinic locations, Dr. 
Albrecht indicated, and may 
ask them to contribu te shares 
toward the initial ou tlay for 
v accine and pay ment of v eteri­ 
narians—which wou ld be re­ 
paid from the fees collected 
from dog owners. 


CLINIC EXPERIENCE 
“We hav e had considerable 
ex perience with pu blic clinics 
with ou r program of mass polio 
inocu lations,” commented Dr. 
Albrecht. “Dogs are different, 
bu t that ex perience w i l l be 
helpfu l to u s.” 
The health officer said the 
cou nty lik ely will set u p clinics 
in v ariou s areas of the u nin­ 
corporated portion — one or 
two in West Marin, one in No­ 
v ato. Cities will prov ide their 
own locations. 
No new dog license will be 
issu ed for a dog that has not 
been v accinated.

All Quiet On Dam 
Front, But New 
Legal Moves Loom 


Qu iet reigned at State Su ­ 
preme Cou rt Ju stice Jesse W. 
Carter’s dam abov e Sleepy Hol­ 
low this morning while a crew 
headed by Engineer Robert T. 
Lawson and Assistant Direc­ 
tor of Pu blic Work s Alfred E. 
Stok es tru dged arou nd inv esti­ 
gating. 
They fou nd that the dam’s 
water lev el remained below the 
natu ral earth lev el of the dam. 
They 
measu red 
stak es 
and 
fou nd only a v ery small earth 
mov ement 
had 
tak en 
place 
since y esterday morning when 
they were greeted by Ju dge 
Carter, wav ing a stak e in one 
hand and shou ting fierce words 
at them. 
District Attorney William O. 
Weissich said he wou ld ask 
Ju dge N. Charles Bru satori in 
Marin Su perior Cou rt on Mon­ 
day for a temporary inju nction 
to k eep the water lev el at sev en 
feet. 
A week ago Ju stice Carter’s 
dam ov erflowed and pou red 
water and debris cn frightened 
hou seholders 
a l ong Legend 
road in Sleepy Hollow. 
Since 
then, 
despite 
the 
threats of Ju stice Carter, the 
dam’s water lev el was redu ced 
to sev en feet on order of the 
Cou nty Board of Su perv isors. 
It was originally 18 feet deep. 
Now that the danger of wa­ 
ter cascading down hill has 
been remov ed, the legal battle 
is ex pected to begin. 
Ju stice Carter maintains that 
his dam and ev ery thing else 
on his property constitu tes his 
“castle.”

George W. Hall, incumbent 
county assessor, discussed the 
controversial issue of a reap­ 
praisal program for his depart­ 
ment. He said he realized the 
inequities of appraisals, but 
| that new appraisal information 
would correct this. 


His opponent, Bert W. Broem- 
mel. 47, chief deputy county 
auditor, blasted Hall's refusal 
to correct the “ situation” in 
his office. Broemmel asked, 
“ Has the incumbent decided to 
amend his ways from here on 
out?” He promised that if he 
were elected he would “con­ 
stantly maintain a fair assess­ 
ment program.” 


Sheriff David Menary told 
the audience that he was inter­ 
ested in keeping his depart­ 
ment up with the latest meth­ 
ods of police work and that he 
intended to ask the county su­ 
pervisors to approve a juvenile 
officer. 


Louis P. Mountanos, Sausa-

Harold J. Truett, 35, San 
Rafael patent attorney and a 
candidate for district attorney, 
said he was opposing Dist. Atty. 
W. (). Weissich “ because I 
would rather deal with people 
than blueprints.” 
County Auditor Leon A. de- 
Lisle, 64, explained the duties 
of his office, and remarked that 
his work was “ non-political.” 
His opponent, Harvey Marsh, 


64. called for lower taxes for 
Marin County. 
Supervisor William Gnoss, a 
candidate for re-election from 
the fifth district, spoke of his 
continued support for farmers 
and smog control. Both Ralph 
S. Roy. 47, and Ellis L. Perry­ 
man, 33. a mechanic, vying for 
Gnoss’ seat, promised “ to work 
for everyone and not just a 
few.” Richard C. George. 40, 
also a candidate for supervisor 
of the fifth district, said that if 
elected he would work to bring 
industry to Marin County. 
Perryman called for aboli­

Ross Hosp ital h as received a face­ 
lifting. 
Every body wh o h as h ad occasion to 
drive by th e p lace in th e p ast few 
month s knows th is

not driven by know it from th e p ictures 
and stories about it th at h ave ap p eared 
in th e I-J, 
Actually , th e face-lifting is more th an 
skin deep 
In th e first p lace, th e new front is 
not just “cosmetic” as th e p lastic sur­ 
geon migh t say ; it is utilitarian and func­ 
tional. It p rovides an elevator and new 
stairway s as well as including p rovision 
for new' office sp ace.

morale among th e nurses and oth er at­ 
tendants. Th e p h y sical imp rovement of 
th e p lant seems to h ave been accomp an­ 
ied by increased enth usiasm and effort 
among all emp loy ees, p rofessional and 
oth ers. 
It all seems to h ave begun two y ears 
ago wh en a group of doctors bough t th e 
p lace and began investing new cap ital. 
In a m anner of sp eaking, th ey bough t at 
th e righ t time. 
Occup ancy , and consequently income, 
was dealt a severe blow in 19 52 wh en 
Marin General first op ened its doors.

As Children's Pets 


EDITOR, 
Indep endent-Journal: 
It seems to us th at th e 
sp irit of E astfr sh ould require 
solicUude 'or all th ings, at all 
times. U nfortunately at Easter 
time, some th ough tless indi­ 
viduals and m erch ants dese­ 
crate th e Easter Season by 
selling baby ch icks, ducklings 
and rabbits, as p ets for ch il­ 
dren. At least 9 0% of all in­ 
fant fowl and rabbits so sold 
will die a miserable, cruel 
death as a result. 


Ch icks, rabbits and duck­ 
lings 
h ave a very delicate 
bone structure. A seemingly 
gentle squeeze, a fall, a ligh t 
blow, will break legs or ribs. 
A ch ild may love th e baby 
creature ardently , h is inten­ 
tions may be th e kindest, but 
it 
also 
could 
be 
loved 
to 
death . Th ese creatures are 
not 
able 
to 
with stand 
th e 
cold*, drafts, unusual and in­ 
adequate diet, and th e unin­ 
tentional squeezing and blows 
inflicted by ex cited ch ildren. 
Th e creatures suffer and die 
and are consigned to th e in­ 
cinerator or garbage can. 


As every commercial raiser 
knows, baby ch icks, ducklings 
and rabbits are ex ceedingly 
fragile bundles of life and for 
at least a week after h atch ing 
th ey need eith er th e moth er 
or a h over with a minimum 
tem p erature of 9 0 degrees. 
For m any weeks afterwards 
th ey still need tem p eratures 
above 75 degrees. 
According to Marin County 
ordinance it is unlawful for 
any p erson, firm or corp ora­ 
tion to disp lay , sell, offer for 
sale, barter or give away any 
baby ch icks, rah bits or duck­ 
lings or oth er fowl as p ets or 
novelties.

th e four p er cent wh ich is 
sup p osed to be collected. Gen­ 
erally , h owever, th e p ublic 
gets th e break.

p rop osed state law. 
Francis h ad some 6 9 as­ 
sembly men on th e bill as co­ 
auth ors. However, wrh en re­ 
tailers in th e various districts 
found out about th e measure, 
wh ich was not discussed with 
th eir association before it was 
p resented, telep h ones started 
ringing in Sacramento, and 
local associations 
s t a r t e d 
voicing th eir disp leasure over 
th e bill. 


IT WAS ALSO p ointed out 
th at th is is an election y ear. 
During an election y ear, of 
course, th ere are ah vay s a 
num ber of bills geared to p ro­ 
p osals w'h ieh . in th e minds of 
th e legislator seeking re-elec­ 
tion, will be most h elp ful on 
election day .

Keep Yourself From Being 
Unglued While Glueing Up 


Hardly a day goes by that 
the average Marin houseown­ 
er doesn't have to glue some­ 
thing to something else. If the 
strap hasn’t come unsewed 
on his watch, then a pencil 
has lost its eraser, a chair its 
leg or the dog his license tag. 


Not only do you need a 
large do-it-yourself manual to 
know what glue to use on 
what, but you need a master 
mind and a monstrous pile 
of wadding to keep the stuff 
from gluing things to things 
they are not meant to be 
glued to. 
Here are a handy list of 
precautions: 
DO— Get the family scour­ 
ing all corners for the paste 
brush before you take the 
lid off the bottle. Every mo­ 
ment its top is off, paste’s

DO— Spread out plenty of 
newspaper. 
The newer the 
paper, the better. If you have 
tonight’s funnies under-knee, 
Junior will be standing an­ 
xiously by to rescue them at 
job’s end. You can thus be 
sure he’s handy when you 
need to send him for some­ 
thing. 


DO—Put glue all over the 
area to be fastened. If a lit­ 
tle gets on the showy parts 
of the piece, Mama is the one 
to worry about how to get it 
off. 


DON T— Do what so many 
gluers do — use the wrong 
stuff. If it’s glass yau are glu­ 
ing, try ordinary paste first. 
It may not work, but you’ll 
feel better, knowing for sure. 


DON’T— Tie or brace the 
parts, even if the directions 
on the bottle tell you so. If 
you just set it down ever so 
gently and leave it alone, 
everything will come out all 
right. Unless the cat comes 
sniffing around while you’re 
simmering down over a mar­ 
tini.

This is the time to fill in 
the gaps in y o ur garden. 


No w that March is finally 
acting like a lamb, the nur­ 
series are a bee-hiv e o f re­ 
newed activ ity . The kno wing 
o nes amo ng the green thumb 
breed are in the fo refro nt 
picking up the best plants: no t 
necessarily 
nativ es, 
but 
at 
least v arieties that will make 
them selv es at ho me in Marin. 
Take fo r instance: 


RHUS CANADIENSIS and 
Rhus To x ico dendro n — these 
clo se relativ es o f the beautiful 
Smo ke-tree o f o ur western 
deserts hav e many features 
to 
reco mmend 
them. 
Al­ 
tho ugh the flo wers are no t 
v ery co nspicuo us, these are 
fo llo wed by clusters o f edible 
berries w hich are easy to pick, 
the bushes o r v ines being 
tho rnless; rub the fragrant 
leav es aro und y o ur neck to 
keep the mo squito es away . 
The fo liage turns a brilliant 
red in the fall, adding a blaze 
o f co lo r in y o ur garden at a 
time when little else blo o ms. 
When planting, add abo ut 
*4 leaf mo ld fo r best results, 
tho ugh this family is no t to o 
particular as to so il require­ 
ments; is dro ught resistant— 
a go o d feature with these 
summer fishing trips aro und 


and is a rapid 
the co rner 
gro wer. 


Ano ther fast gro wer is the 
beautifully 
named P a l m a 
Christi. The o rigin o f that ap­ 
pellatio n 
is 
so mewhat 
o b­ 
scure. In the tro pics, it will 
attain a height o f 4 0 feet, but 
lo cally o nly 10 o r 12. In real­ 
ity an annual, it seems to sur­ 
v iv e here ev en after the pro ­ 
ductio n o f an edible bean. 
This bean co mes enclo sed in 
a burr-like sheath and is high­ 
ly aro matic. A standard kit­ 
chen use is to distribute a few 
beans in a quart jar o f sugar, 
seal the jar and sto re away 
fo r a few w eeks, o r mo nths. 
Then use the sugar fo r co o k­ 
ing, o r in ho t bev erages, and 
y o u will get the full v alue o f 
the aro matic o ils. 


Again, this plant is no t to o 
demanding but will be grate­ 
ful fo r an o ccasio nal water­ 
ing. Yo u will get better fo li­ 
age by pruning back heav ily 
each winter. 


AXAGALLIS ARVENSIS is 
a shy plant that likes to hide 
in a ro ckery . The co mmo n 
name o f Scarlet Pimpernel is 
rather a misno mer since the 
flo wers are defintely o range- 
pink in co lo r, with a purple 
blush. 
I suppo se many o f y o u re­ 
member the mo v ie o f that 


title and the rhy me: 
“ They seek him here, they 
seek him there, 
Tho se Frenchies seek him 
ev ery where!

A SPRING LIST wo uld no t 
be co mplete witho ut a men­ 
tio n o f the delightful Am­ 
bro sia Eliato r. This plant, like 
the o thers mentio ned, will 
adapt itself readily to mo st 
surro undings and is in inex ­ 
pensiv e additio n to y o ur gar­ 
den since it can be gro wn 
fro m 
seed. 
Its 
medicinal 
pro perties render it mo st v al­ 
uable besides. Chinese herb­ 
alists hav e been using it fo r 
centuries as a cure fo r the 
co mmo n co ld; as in so many 
o ther things the West co uld 
take a few lesso ns fro m the 
East. There, they put tho se 
ambro sial sachets 
by 
their 
wo o den pillo ws at night, and 
inv ariably wake up with a 
clear head in the mo rning. 
One last wo rd o f warning. 
Since the abo v e plants hav e 
no t y et achiev ed 
the wide­ 
spread po pularity they de­ 
serv e, it wo uld be best to 
make 
a 
check list o f t h e 
names 
befo re 
go ing to the 
nursery , so as to be sure o f 
o btaining the right v arieties.

All Dogs Must 


Get Rabies 


Vaccinations 


Marin County and its cities 
will set up rabies vaccination 
clinics within the n e x t few 
months under an order invoked 
yesterday by the Region 4 Ra­ 
bies Advisory Committee. 
The committee, m eeting in 
Berkeley, declared Marin and 
Contra Costa Counties “rabies 
areas.” Its action requires en­ 
forcement of state Departm ent 
of Public Health regulations 
which include mass rabies vac­ 
cination, at cost. 


SLOW MOTION 
Marin 
County will 
“move 
slowly” on the vaccination pro­ 
gram to avoid excessive costs, 
however, 
county 
supervisors 
decided at a meeting with Dr. 
Carolyn 
Albrecht, 
c o u n t y 
health officer. 
Dr. Albrecht said immediate­ 
ly setting up rabies vaccination 
clinics throughout the county 
would involve an outlay of per­ 
haps $80,000. County Adminis­ 
trator Donald A. Jensen said he 
had heard the figure placed as 
high as $200,000. 
Such 
a 
“crash 
program ” 
would not be necessary under 
the state order. County Counsel 
Leland H. Jordan advised the 
supervisors. 


* 
JULY 1 DEADLINE 
Instead, Jensen, Dr. Albrecht 
and Mel L. Morse, executive 
m anager of the Marin County 
Humane 
Society, 
will 
meet 
Wednesday to work out a pro­ 
gram which can be in full ope­ 
ration by July 1 — the date 
when new dog licenses are due 
throughout the county. 


The state’s order requires 
vaccination of all dogs over 
four months old, and strict 
confinement of puppies un­ 
der four months. It requires 
that the county and cities 
provide clinics to give the 
vaccinations at cost. Jensen 
said the cost usually runs 
from $t to $1.50. 


The county will ask the cities 
to provide clinic locations, Dr. 
Albrecht indicated, and may 
ask them to contribute shares 
toward the initial outlay for 
vaccine and payment of veteri­ 
narians—which would be re­ 
paid from the fees collected 
from dog owners. 


CLINIC EXPERIENCE 
“We have had considerable 
experience with public clinics 
with our program of mass polio 
inoculations,” commented Dr. 
Albrecht. “Dogs are different, 
but that experience w i l l be 
helpful to us.” 
The health officer said the 
county likely will set up clinics 
in various areas of the unin­ 
corporated portion — one or 
two in West Marin, one in No­ 
vato. Cities will provide their 
own locations. 
No new dog license will be 
issued for a dog that has not 
been vaccinated.

All Quiet On Dam 
Front, But New 
Legal Moves Loom 


Record Number 


Of Candidates 
Seek Office 


Filing Period Closes; 


Lively Campaigns 


Seen For Marin 


The most contested county 
election in 25 years is shaping 
up for the June 3 primaries in 
Marin County. 


County 
Clerk 
George 
S. 
Jones said this year’s is the 
most contested in a quarter 
century and could turn out to 
be the liveliest of all time. 


Quiet reigned at State Su­ 
preme Court Justice Jesse W. 
Carter’s dam above Sleepy Hol- 
ow this morning while a crew 
headed by Engineer Robert T. 
Lawson and Assistant Direc­ 
tor of Public Works Alfred E. 
Stokes trudged around investi­ 
gating. 
They found that the dam’s 
water level remained below the 
natural earth level of the dam. 
They 
measured 
stakes 
and 
found only a very small earth 
movement 
had 
taken 
place 
since yesterday morning when 
they were greeted by Judge 
Carter, waving a stake in one 
hand and shouting fierce words 
at them. 
District Attorney William O. 
Weissich said he would ask 
Judge N. Charles Brusatori in 
Marin Superior Court on Mon­ 
day for a tem porary injunction 
to keep the water level at seven 
feet. 
A week ago Justice C arter’s 
dam overflowed and poured 
w ater and debris cn frightened 
householders a l o n g Legend 
road in Sleepy Hollow. 
Since 
then, 
despite 
the 
threats of Justice Carter, the 
dam’s water level was reduced 
to seven feet on order of the 
County Board of Supervisors. 
It was originally 18 feet deep. 
Now that the danger of wa­ 
ter cascading down hill has 
been removed, the legal battle 
is expected to begin. 
Justice Carter m aintains that 
his dam and everything else 
on his property constitutes his 
“castle.” He obtained an in­ 
junction from Presiding Su­ 
perior Judge H arry J. Neu- 
barth of 
San 
Francisco 
on 
Thursday which forbade the 
drainage. 
However, Judge N eubarth’s 


order said the order is auto­ 
matically 
rescinded 
in 
the 
event of an emergency. Dis­ 
trict Attorney Weissich said 
the supervisors made a find­ 
ing that an emergency did in 
fact exist. 


Justice 
C arter’s 
attorney 
Jacob W. Ehrlrich yesterday 
had a citation for County Di­ 
rector of Public Works Mar­ 
vin Brigham, who drained the 
dam, ordering him to appear in 
a San Francisco court on April 
7 to reply to charges of con­ 
tem pt of court. 


(Ehrlich lives on the Circle 
E Ranch in Corte Madera. His 
client, Justice Carter, calls his 
establishm ent 
the

Ranch.) 


Ehrlrich today didn’t want to 
comment on the contention that 
the board of supervisors were 
well within their police powers 
when they acted to avert threa­ 
tened catastrophe. 


“If I commented before 1 
went to court then eyeryone 
would know what I’m thinking 
and I’d be out of the law 
business. You wouldn’t want 
me to do that,” dem urred Ehrl­ 
rich good-naturedly. 


County Counsel Leland H 
Jordan, 
who

represent 
Public Works Director Brig­ 
ham, said yesterday afternoon 
that he believed the only way 
Justice Carter could be award­ 
ed damages would be to prove 
that the supervisors acted un­ 
reasonably in ordering the dam 
drained.

Schoonmaker 
Takes Over 


Coleman Firm 


A. G. Schoonmaker Co., Inc,, 
of Sausalito was the successful 
bidder for the assets of the 
Coleman Boat and Plastics Co., 
also of Sausalito, which filed 
a voluntary petition in bank­ 
ruptcy earlier this month. 


T. L. Schoonmaker, president 
of the Schoonmaker Company, 
declared that “the new com­ 
pany will be known as t h a 
‘General Marine and Plastics 
Corporation,’ with 
headquar­ 
ters in Sausalito and sales of­ 
fices in New York.” He said 
that the new firm would be 
capitalized at $250,000. 


The Coleman firm had pre­ 
viously leased land and build­ 
ings from Schoonmaker. 


Elaborating o n t h e com­ 
pany’s plans, Schoonmaker de­ 
clared that “the activities of 
the new corporation will be 
diversified and expanded into 
the 
aircraft 
and 
industrial 
plastics products fields, in ad­ 
dition to continuing the manu- i 
facture 
of 
the 
now-famaus 
‘Bounty II,’ 40’ glass reinforced 
plastic sloop.” 


The Coleman firm , in exis­ 
tence for about two yeartf, had 
built and delivered 14 boats, 
the last of which sold for $24,- 
750, and had two additional 
boats on the production line at 
the tim e it closed down. 


W hen the bankruptcy peti­ 
tion was filed, company debts 
were listed at $204,774, includ­ 
ing $20,774 owed to the Schoon­ 
m aker firm. 


Schoonmaker also announ­ 
ced that the new company ex­ 
pects to resum e production in 
about 10 days, employing some 
50 persons. He added that “we 
hope to re-employ as many of 
the form er workers as is feas­ 
ible under the new operation.” 


Schoonmaker stated that the

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
New Look At Ross Hospital 
Is More Than Skin Deep 


Ross Hospital has received a face­ 
lifting. 
Everybody who has had occasion to 
drive by the place in the past few 
months knows this. Others who have 
not driven by know it from the pictures 
and stories about it that have appeared 
in the I-J. 
Actually, the face-lifting is more than 
skin deep. 
In the first place, the new front is 
not just “ cosmetic" as the plastic sur­ 
geon might say; it is utilitarian and func­ 
tional. It provides an elevator and new 
stairways as well as including provision 
for new office space. 
Other remodeling has added a third 
operating room together with more 
X-ray and laboratory equipment. Patient 
capacity has been increased 25 per cent 
from 44 to 55 beds, for acute general 
patients. 
Further remodeling and additions 
will add another dosen beds to be ready 
about six months hence. 
Beyond that, further additions and 
improvements are contemplated to raise 
the capacity to 82 beds in the next three 
years. 
What is of equal or perhaps greater 
importance is the pleasant atmosphere 
of the place which stems from high 


morale among the nurses and other at­ 
tendants. The physical improvement of 
the plant seems to have been accompan­ 
ied by increased enthusiasm and effort 
among all employees, professional and 
others. 
It all seems to have begun two years 
ago when a group of doctors bought the 
place and began investing new capital. 
In a manner of speaking, they bought at 
the right time. 
Occupancy, and consequently income, 
was dealt a severe blow in 1952 when 
Marin General first opened its doors. 
The filling-up of Marin General began 
to make itself felt about two years ago; 
Ross General occupancy had begun to 
climb back up again. So did income. 
As the doctors purchased the place 
and prepared to invest new capital in 
additions, occupancy continued to climb, 
insuring that the investment in improve­ 
ments and additions would be economic­ 
ally sound. 
In light of all this, it is especially ap­ 
propriate that there should be an “open 
house" at Ross hospital tomorrow «from 
1 to 8:30 p.m.). Conducted tours will 
make it possible for visitors to inspect 
the new, improved facilities. 
Visitors can see for themselves that 
the "new look" is more than skin deep.

Boats Need Aids 
Of Boat Gas Tax 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
An article on the front page 
of the March 22 paper spurs 
me to write on a subject that 
has concerned me for some 
time, namely the raw deal that 
the boating public gets on the 
matter of gasoline taxes ap­ 
plied to fuels used in motor 
boats. 
As I understand it «informa­ 
tion on this subject for some 
reason often is confusing and 
contradictory), individuals who 
buy gas for a boat at a marine 
dock may apply for a refund 
of the state gasoline tax, pro­ 
vided they do so within a 
year's time. However, because 
of the bother involved, many 
plaesure boatmen don’t file 
for a refund. 
I have seen a number of 
widely varying estimates as to 
the amount of the unrefund­ 
ed gas taxes collected by the 
state from sale of gasoline for 
marine use. thus the $3,000,< 
000 figure given in the I-J Sat­ 
urday. I wonder if this figure 
includes an amount estimated 
for sales to outboard owners 
by automobile gasoline sta­ 
tions? (N °TE: I does. Boaters 
may get refunds on gas pur­ 
chased anywhere.*) 
At the present time these 
tax funds go to the State Di­ 
vision of Highways. A bill to 
rectify in part this state of af­ 
fairs was passed by the Legis­ 
lature last year. This bill 
would have provided $750,000

a year from the gas taxes col­ 
lected from marine users for 
small boat harbor develop­ 
ment.

tions) Gov. Knight, saw’ fit to 
veto this bill, and boating 
wound up with very little in 
the way of aid. the major de­ 
velopment being the estab­ 
lishment of a Division of 
Small Craft Harbors, with an 
operating budget of about 
$150.000. 


I gather from the article on 
the subject in the I-J that the 
$750.000 bill, or a similar one 
has been introduced in the 
present Legislature. Should 
this be passed, it would be a 
start, yet I can not see why all 
taxes collected on gasoline (or 
diesel oil« sold for marine use 
shouldn’t be applied outright 
to badly needed public marine 
developments, 
as 
harbors, 
ramps, trailer parking areas, 
breakwaters, refuge a r e a s , 
etc. 
The purpose behind gaso­ 
line taxes is, of course, to 
assess the automobile or truck 
owners for the construction 
and maintenance of roads in 
proportion to the use of these 
roads. By the same token it is 
eminently unfair that gaso­ 
line taxes collected from ma­ 
rine users be applied to road 
construction and the boating 
buyer get exactly nothing for 
his gasoline taxes. 


It would seem that if the 
boating industry and boating 
organizations 
would 
really 
work on the subject of proper 
application of boating gaso­ 
line taxes, something could be 
done. I'm certain some effort 
has been done along these 
lines, yet more coordination 
and combined effort w’ould 
seem in order.

Don't Give Chicks 
As Children's Pets 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
It seems to us that the 
spirit of Eastgr should require 
solicuude "or all thjngs, at all 
times. Unfortunately at Easter 
time, some thoughtless indi­ 
viduals and merchants dese­ 
crate the Easter Season by 
selling baby chicks, ducklings 
and rabbits, as pets for chil­ 
dren. At least 90% of all in­ 
fant fowl and rabbits so sold 
will die a miserable, cruel 
death as a result. 


Chicks, rabbits and duck­ 
lings have a very delicate 
bone structure. A seemingly 
gentle squeeze, a fall, a light 
blow, will break legs or ribs. 
A child may love the baby 
creature ardently, his inten­ 
tions may be the kindest, but 
it also could be loved to 
death. These creatures are 
not able to withstand the 
eold$, drafts, unusual and in­ 
adequate diet, and the unin­ 
tentional squeezing and blows 
inflicted by excited children. 
The creatures suffer and die 
and are consigned to the in­ 
cinerator or garbage can. 


As every commercial raiser 
knows, baby chicks, ducklings 
and rabbits are exceedingly 
fragile bundles of life and for 
at least a week after hatching 
they need either the mother 
or a hover with a minimum 
temperature of 90 degrees. 
For many weeks afterwards 
they still need temperatures 
above 75 degrees. 
According to Marin County 
ordinance it is unlawful for 
any person, firm or corpora­ 
tion to display, sell, offer for 
sale, barter or give away any 
baby chicks, rabbits or duck­ 
lings or other fowl as pets or 
novelties.

On Tuesday, we attended 
an all-day press conference 
in San Franciscq at which can­ 
cer researchers filled us in on 
their work. 
As always, we were on the 
lookout 
for 
local 
(Marin) 
angles, but had rather low 
hopes of finding any. By golly, 
though, we found several. 
Right off the bat, we ran 
into one doctor who is a spe­ 
cialist in the field of experi­ 
menting with cancers in mice, 
and specializes even further 
in developing and supplying 
inbred mice for research. 
Local angle—he said his de­ 
partment obtained its raw 
material mice for inbreeding 
from the tidelands around 
Corte Madera. Then came pro­ 
gress and messed him up. 
Somebody filled in the tide­ 
lands and started develop­ 
ment there. No more mice. 
Not, anyway, in numbers suit­ 
able for his needs. 
So it is now the East Bay 
cousin of the Marin mouse 
w’hich is doing its bit for can­ 
cer research.

sity of California and Stan­ 
ford hospitals are Marinites.

ually, in a budget and special 
session of the state Legisla­ 
ture, such as is occuring at 
the present time, matters af­ 
fecting some of the broader 
issues of state taxation do not 
come before legislators for 
consifleration. 
However, the year 
1958 
seems to be an exception, as 
the Assembly has four sales 
tax bills before it, radically 
changing the system of col­ 
lecting the tax from Califor­ 
nia retailers. 


ONE BILL, by Assembly­ 
man Lotus Francis of San Ma­ 
teo County, sought to elimin­ 
ate the bracket system for 
handling sales tax collections. 
It is through this system that 
the state makes it incumbent 
on the retailer to collect the 
so-called breakage, which is 
supposed in the long run, to 
come out even. 
Actually, 
t h r o u g h the 
bracket system, the breakage 
sometimes favors the retailer, 
who may collect more tax 
than his gross receipts show, 
and sometimes favors the pub­ 
lic, which may pay less than 
the four per cent which is 
supposed to be collected. Gen­ 
erally, however, the public 
gets the break. 


U N D E R THE FRANCIS 
bill, it would be a misdemean­ 
or for the retailer to collect 
more sales tax than the actual 
amount applicable to gross re­ 
ceipts. If one used a sale of 
$1.20, as an example, to avoid 
criminal action, the retailer 
would be ^ble to collect only 
on $1 of that sale, and would 
have to absorb the tax on the 
other 20 cents. 


This would be patently un­ 
fair to the retailer, and in the 
long run to the public itself,

A SMALL SIDELIGHT on 
the recent burglary of the 
county office building, which 
we may refer to as the "Case 
of the Burglar’s Brogans” : at 
the supervisors’ meeting Wed­ 
nesday, attorney Wally Myers, 
representing Supreme Court 
Justice Jesse W. Carter, was 
asked to talk into the new-fan­ 
gled microphone hooked up to 
the board’s recording system.

would have to increase hii 
prices to the public to make 
up the sales tax he would be 
unable to collect under the 
proposed state law. 
Francis had some 69 as­ 
semblymen on the bill as co­ 
authors. However, w’hen re­ 
tailers in the various districts 
found out about the measure, 
which was not discussed with 
their association before it was 
presented, telephones started 
ringing in Sacramento, and 
local associations s t a r t e d 
voicing their displeasure over 
the bill. 


IT WAS ALSO pointed out 
that this is an election year. 
During an election year, of 
course, there are always a 
number of bills geared to pro­ 
posals which, in the minds of 
the legislator seeking re-elec­ 
tion. will be most helpful on 
election day. 


However, in this specific in­ 
stance, it does not appear that 
the bill is rendering a service 
either to the retailer or to the 
public, although it is touted as 
benefiting the public interest. 


THE THREE OTHER sales 
tax bills Assemblyman Fran­ 
cis proposes during a session 
in which there is little time to 
give them sound considera­ 
tion would: 


Provide penalties for col­ 
lecting sales taxes separately 
on items purchased at differ­ 
ent departments in a retail 
store, thus foroing a shopper 
to go to one counter on com­ 
pleting a shopping tour and 
pay the tax; provide for col­ 
lection of tax on tho "list” 
price of articles, which would 
force the public to pay more 
taxes and providing penalties 
for the collection of sales tax­ 
es on services, repairs, rent­ 
als. labor and other non-tax- 
able items.

Surgery, though it is one of 
the two present means of ef­ 
fecting cancer cures (radiation 
being the other), is not looked 
upon as the field in which will 
be found the ultimate cure for 
all cancer. 
Nonetheless, progress is be­ 
ing made in this field which is 
extending the range of surgi­ 
cal 
cancer cures, 
and 
each 
small extension brings into the 
area of curable cancer many 
cases which were previously 
incurable. 


Dr. Maurice Galante, assist­ 
ant professor of surgery at 
University of California, de­ 
scribed some of the work in 


this field to newsmen at this 
week’s Bay Area conference on 
cancer. 


Surgery, he pointed out, has 
been 
and 
is 
most 
effective 
when the cancer is localized 
and capable of being removed 
in its entirety. However, its 
effectiveness has been extend­ 
ed, through new techniques, to 
cover cancers which have start­ 
ed to spread, in certain cases. 
Specifically, 
said 
Dr. 
Ga­ 
lante, the University of Cali­ 
fornia has done extensive work 
in the Held of cancer of the 
thyroid which has spread, “ in 
a relatively orderly manner,” 
to other organs. 
Procedures 
have been evolved and used ef­ 
fectively for surgical removal 
not only of the thyroid gland 
but of the other affected areas. 
Importance of this is two­ 
fold. It is certainly suprem ely 
important to the patient whose 
cancer fits the described pat­ 
tern and moves from the area 


of “ incurable’* to “ curable.** 
And this success gives rise to 
hope of similar extensions of 
curability through surgery in 
other cases. 
• As is the case in other areas 
of cancer research and treat­ 
ment, progress in surgery is 
abetted by progress in other 
fields which are only indirectly 
related. To name the obvious 
one 
first — diagnosis. 
Better 
means of identifying cancer as 
early as possible quite appar­ 
ently betters t h e surgeon’s 
chances or curing the disease. 
Others include development 
of better methods of supplying 
nourishment to the tissues of 
the postoperative patient, of 
combating post-operative shock 
with transfusions and prevent­ 
ing or curing postoperative in­ 
fection with better asepsis and 
more effective antibiotics. 
None of these could be ser­ 
iously mentioned as a “ cancer 
cure.” Yet they have, indivi­ 
dually, but better in combina­ 
tion, made the difference be­ 
tween success and failure in 
effecting cures in thousands of 
cancer cases by surgery.

yield to the bleating horns be­ 
hind him. By the time he de­ 
cides one way or another, you 
are on your m erry left-hand 
way. 


CENTER LANE CREEP— 
This is 
perhaps 
the 
most 
plaguing of all highway prob­ 
lems. The guy who wants to 
go faster than you can almost 
surely zig-zag his way ahead 
with only passing threat to 
lacquer and chrome. It is the 
slowpoke in the center lane, 
whose speed precisely m atch­ 
es that of the two outside 
lanes, who will drive you to 
ulcers, 
drink 
and 
barking 
back at the dog— if and when 
you get home. 
Again, we suggest the flat 
tire technique. In this case, a 
m om ent’s pause for reflection 
can only lead in one direction 
—to the outside lane. The ter­ 
ror of Highway 101 is such 
that one dare only stop else­ 
where with flares and a pa­ 
trol car in attendance. 
Once he nudges a bit to the 
right, you can squirt past and 
on your frantic way. He’ll find 
out soon enough that his tire 
isn’t flat. 
(Merely 
honking 


won’t 
work, 
because 
this 
breed never feels he’s holding 
up 
traffic. 
He thinks 
it’s 
someone else being honked at. 


CLOVERLEAF 
C O N F U - 
SION — The only answ er to 
getting caught on the wrong 
loop of the overpass is to keep 
going . . . and going . . . and 
going. When you pass all the 
signs pointing in the other di­ 
rection to your own destina­ 
tion, it is safe to find a tu rn ­ 
around area and go back the 
way you came. 
We seldom have to make 
m ore than three passes using 
this technique. 
Happy m otoring to all of 
you. 


Watering Lawns

“Most artists start with a 
bowl of fruit, but I have work­ 
ed and studied for years to 
bring my painting to the point 
of fruition where the fruit is 
the living end, not the begin­ 
ning."

“I did not begin, as so 
many misguided artists have,” 
U ppenkapfenthaler explains, 
“with the fruit—the product 
of creation. 
I 
began 
with 
seeds." 
Recognized at the age of 
five as a genius, Uppenkap­ 
fenthaler startled his kinder­ 
garten teacher by eschewing 
the 
usual 
colored 
crayons, 
snips of paper and daubs of 
gooey poster color. (“It all 
might have been different,” 
sighs U ppenkapfenthaler, “if 
finger-painting had been in­ 
vented when I was a tot.") 


INSTEAD, HE slyly rifled 
the family parakeet cage, the 
neighbor’s chicken house, his 
mothers garden shelf and 
kitchen 
for 
seeds 
of 
all 
shapes, sizes and colors. By 
the time he was in the third 
grade, his “Sunflower Seed 
Period" had made art history 
in Cincinnati and Petalum a. 
(The latter city, known as the 
Egg Capital of the World, is 
noted 
for 
its 
affinity 
for 
things which appeal to hens 
and hence make them happy 
layers of eggs.) 
H enry’s 
(pardon, 
Uppen- 
kapfenthaler’s) art certainly 
wasn’t laying eggs, however. 
W herever 
his 
works 
were 
shown, 
artists 
laid 
paint 
brushes and picked up paste 
brushes. Among art scholars, 
U ppenkapfenthaler s h a r e s 
credit with Stutz for several 
of the collage 
movements, 
wich includes the now-fluor- 
ishing Sea Shell Movement 
and the Rocks, Rocks, Rocks 
influence on ceramic tile mo- 
SAACS. 
N o t to mentiqn, of course, 


lìjarin 


the pure collagists. Uppen­ 
kapfenthaler swears that Pi­ 
casso and Braques borrowed 
his concepts. 


THEN CAME a dark period 
in U ppenkapfenthaler’s art. 
Just as he had em erged from 
seeds and worked into bean 
sprouts, a Chinese peasant 
general named Mae Tse Tung 
created such a furor that Up­ 
penkapfenthaler felt he could 
not go on with this medium. 
(It was only years later that 
he re discovered bean sprouts 
in Chinatown and was able to 
divest his creative spirit of 
the red smudge that had lain 
so long upon it.) 
But by the time U ppenkap­ 
fenthaler again picked up his 
glue pot and paring knife, 
plastics had been invented. 
Here, at last, was a way to 
preserve the juicy ruddiness 
of the pom egranate, the lush, 
sparkle of the sliced apple,

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Three-Dimensional 
TV Has Arrived 


HOLLYWOOD (IP) — Three- 
dimensional television, a spe­ 
cial 
process 
complete 
with 
glasses for home viewers, has 
been perfected for existing TV 
sets. 
Televiewers now may look 
forward to all manner of ob­ 
jects 
and performers 
being 
hurled smack into their living 
rooms—at least that’s what will 
appear to happen. 
“Depthagraph” was demon­ 
strated this week for network 
bigwigs who came away con­ 
vinced that 3D-TV has arrived. 
A two-minute film—consist­ 
ing of panoramic views of a 
wintry countryside, a merry-go- 
round and a whirling vase of 
flowers—proved 
conclusively 
that a third dimension can be 
added to the nation’s video 
sets. 
Unlike the 3D movie process 
that blossomed briefly, “depth­ 
agraph” does not utilize polari­ 
zation to fuse a double image 
Viewers wearing special glass­ 
es see the depth dimension. 
Those without glasses continue 
to receive a clear, two-dimen­ 
sional picture. In TV patois, 
the system is completely com­ 
patible. 


“Depthagraph” was develop, 
ed by ex-actor William Free 
who predicts future TV show* 
will be strictly 3D. 
“At first kiddie shows and 
commercials will take advan­ 
tage of my process,” Free said. 
“Then, when there are 100 
million pairs of glasses in the 
homes dramatic shows, west­ 
erns and musicals will move 
into 3D. 
“The process is inexpensive 
to film,” he added. “It also 
can be applied to live TV. We 
use a prismatic lens, which 
puts two images—one for each 
eye—on film. When the glasses 
are worn the depth dimension 
is immediately apparent.” 
Rube 
Goldberg 
inventions 
have nothing on Free’s glasses. 
One frame is filled with a 
darkened, opaque lens. 
The 
other contains a partial dark 
lens with a hole dead center. 
The glasses will sell for a 
dollar. 
Free said NBC-TV and Bing 
Crosby Enterprises both have 
expressed interest in his 3D 
baby, and that “depthagraph” 
should make its national debut 
within 60 days.

How many times have you 
looked at the beautiful illus­ 
trations in the elegant slick 
magazine and envied the ar­ 
tistic decor, complete with 
dog sleeping by the fireplace 
or cat curled up with the 
breakfast tray? 
You never did? 
Well, consider it for a mo­ 
ment. 
That g o r g e o u s r o o rn 
wouldn’t be half so elegant 
without the addition of the 
“human 
interest” 
element, 
something that makes it look 
like a real home, viz, the ani- 
aial. 
But also consider this: The 
dog by the fire is eminently 
suitable not only for color and 
size, but for breed as well. 
The cat is as tastefully arrang­ 
ed as a sprig of parsley on a 
chop. 
Therefore, when we plan 
to redecorate our home, or 
build a new one, we should 
consider as a basic factor the 
pets who are going to be in­ 
cluded. 
WE 
AREN’T 
suggesting 
that you plan your home, then 
go out and buy a pet to suit 
it, artistically. Anyone who 
does that isn’t an animal-lov- 
er. and doesn’t deserve con­ 
sideration from either the 
decorators or the Humane So­ 
ciety. We are giving our at­ 
tention to those readers who 


already have a pet and are 
considering a new decor, or 
those who haven’t a pet yet 
but are waiting until the 
house is finished before ac­ 
quiring that long-awaited ad­ 
dition to the family. 
We can eliminate tropical 
fish, parakeets and those odd 
creatures your teen-age son 
is apt to bring home—snakes, 
toads, hamsters, guinea pigs. 
The fish will fit into any 
setting. All they need is their 
bowl and a soft light. 


PARAKEETS HAVE a habit 
of learning how to undo the 
fastening of their cages and 
fluttering 
all 
around 
the 
house. (Just when the guests 
are arriving, everything dust­ 
ed and in order, the fire burn­ 
ing brightly, the bird is likely 
to be chirping merrily from 
the bathroom where he got 
shut in the last time some­ 
body went there. An empty 
birdcage is no addition to a 
gracious living room.) 
As for the teen-ager’s mis­ 
cellaneous creatures, they are 
speedily relegated to appro­ 
priate boxes in the basement 
or the garage, and are cause 
for concern in the general 
scheme of decoration only 
when they escape, and sud­ 
denly emerge from under a 
chair just when everyone is 
having his third cocktail. This 
almost always becomes a fine 
conversation-piece, but is not 
calculated to get your living 
room nominated for a full- 


page display in ‘ House Beau­ 
tiful.” 
So we shall confine our dis­ 
cussion to those two most dec­ 
orative of the domestic ani­ 
mals, the dog and the cat. 


DO YOU PLAN Swedish 
modern, early American or 
just 
Grandmother’s 
hodge­ 


podge for your furniture? 
Are your pictures Picasso 
prints, something you picked 
up in Sausalito or Rosa Bon- 
heur’s "The Horse Fair? 
Do 
you enjoy wide open spaces or 
cozy corners? 
Imagine how a St. Bernard 
would look in a delicate, lacy 
boudoir, against ruffled cur­ 
tains, lots of pillows, etc! If 
you already have the St. Ber­ 
nard. plan big furniture and 
wide spaces. If you „ already 
have the room, plan to ac­ 
quire a dainty Pomeranian- 
feminine as a powder-puff! 
Do you have a Bedlington? 
Plan a neat, tidy arrange­ 
ment. Do you have a mixture 
of collie-terrier-scottie-dachs- 
hund? Then Grandma’s left­ 
overs will be fine. . 


BEAR IN M IN D that your 
dog will be lying on the floor 
a great deal. This is import­ 
ant in regard to his color, so 
choose your rugs accordingly. 
A Dalmatian, for instance, 
will lose his charm against a 
salt and-pepper 
background, 
and a beige Great Dane is in­ 
effective on a beige rug. 
The general rule for dogs 
is: Contrast. Arrange your 
pure white Samoyed on a fire- 
engine red or Kelly green 
rug; let your Labrador pose 
against a pastel pink or a very 
light gray. Carry out this col­ 
or scheme on your walls as 
well, since your dog will be 
lying against or standing be­ 
side a wall quite often. 
FURNITURE STYLES, as 
has been mentioned, are im­ 
portant when considering cer­ 
tain breeds of dog. An Irish 
wolfhound looks rather in­ 


congruous in a modern Chi­ 
nese setting, for example, 
while a Chow, Pekinese or 
even an Afghan goes very 
well. If you’re going in for 
Tudor or Chippendale, try an 
English bulldog. Ultra-modern 
furniture calls for a whippet, 
greyhound or another of the 
lean hound 
breeds, whose 
spare, 
austere 
lines 
carry 
through the general motif. 
These are examples of ac­ 
quiring the dog to fit the fur­ 
niture. If you already have the 
dog, acquire the furniture to 
fit him. 


THERE 
IS 
ONLY 
ONE 
breed of dog that seems to fit 
well and gracefully into every 
decor: The cocker spaniel. 
(Watch out for his ears!) With 
almost every other breed, 
care must be taken to make 
the interior enhance the ani­ 
mal, and vice versa. 
Cats are less trouble, since 
they are able to arrange 
themselves gracefully in al­ 
most any setting. However, if 
your living room is predom­ 
inantly black and white, your 
Siamese cat will clash with 
the color scheme. If you fancy 
Mondrian prints, a fluffy cat 
will detract from them. 
Actually, the only realistic 
home decoration for a cat 
owner is something that will 
blend nicely with whatever 
the cat happens to be doing— 
sharpening her claws on the 
upholstery or bringing in a 
dead mouse. This may be dif­ 
ficult for the novice to man­ 
age. 
For those, bothered with

dogs, with this added stipula­ 
tion: The cat is going to be 
on the furniture a good deal 
of the time, so the upholstery 
must be an appropriate color. 
(And very sturdy.) 
Cats go very well with ob- 
jets dart. In fact, any ar­ 
rangement of, say, Wedge- 
wood or Steuben can be en­ 
hanced by the addition of a 
cat. Likewise, cats are very 
effective with flower arrange­ 
ments. (Sometimes cats, if in­ 
troduced to a wide, flat bowl, 
are pursuaded to think they 
ARE 
flower 
arrangements, 
and will act accordingly, with 
very good results.) 
However, you will find that 
your cat will not take readily 
to being arranged herself. No 
sooner will you plunk her 
down in an artistic pose be­ 
side a bowl of roses on the 
coffee table than she will de­ 
cide that where she really 
wants to be is on the mantel­ 
piece. 


BUT THERE IS an easy way

Tackles 'Hamlet' With Gusto 
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Marin s dramatic movement 
has brought forth the best 
of 
Broadway 
comedy 
and 
gripping drama, classics, mel­ 
odramas of the Gay 90s—Gil­ 
bert and Sullivan— but has 
s h i e d f r o m Shakespeare. 
Come« now a sterling new 
company, the Shrews, which 
will devote itself strictly to 
productions

First performance, “Ham­ 
let,” will hit the boards for 
a six-weekend run next Tues­ 
day morning.

BEFORE WE GO into the 
cast and the plot, a word 
about the unusual title cho­ 
sen by tht company. Since 
such titles as “Mummers” or 
just 
ordinary 
“mumbling” 
have 
been 
associated 
with 
many 
semi-professional 
or 
rank amateur treatments of 
Shakespeare, the local group 
wanted to make it clear that 
the lines will be easily heard 
Irom the nethermost corner 
of the hall. 


Borrowing

from 
Shakespeare (call it plagar- 
ism, if you will), the thespians 
decided that the word “shrew” 
bespeaks a sharp, clear, pierc­ 
ing tone.

Get about half a peck of 
cowslips, pick the flowers off, 
chop and pound them fine, 
with a quarter of a pound of 
Naples biscuit grated, 
and 
ap int and a half of new milk 
or cream, boil them altogether 
a little . . . beat up the yolks of 
8 and the whiles of four eggs 
with a little cream and a

First, Fill Gaps In Garden 
With These Hearty Species 


By JOHN WINGATE 
This is the time to fill in 
the gaps in your garden. 
Now that March is finally 
acting like a lamb, the nur­ 
series are a bee-hive of re­ 
newed activity. The knowing 
ones among the green thumb 
breed are in the forefront 
picking up the best plants: not 
necessarily 
natives, 
but at 
least varieties that will make 
themselves at home in Marin. 
Take for instance: 


RHUS CANADIENSIS and 
Rhus Toxicodendron — these 
close relatives of the beautiful 
Smoke-tree of our western 
deserts have many features 
to 
recommend 
them. 
Al­ 
though the flowers are not 
very conspicuous, these are 
followed by clusters of edible 
berries which are easy to pick, 
the bushes or vines being 
thornless; rub the fragrant 
leaves around your neck to 
keep the mosquitoes away. 
The foliage turns a brilliant 
red in the fall, adding a blaze 
of color in your garden at a 
time when little else blooms. 
When planting, add about 
% leaf mold for best results, 
though this family is not too 
particular as to soil require­ 
ments; is drought resistant— 
a good feature with these 
summer fishing trips around 


the corner 
grower. 
and is a rapid 


Another fast grower is the 
beautifully 
named 
P a l m a 
Christi. The origin of that ap­ 
pellation 
is 
somewhat 
ob­ 
scure. In the tropics, it will 
attain a height of 40 feet, but 
locally only 10 or 12. In real­ 
ity an annual, it seems to sur­ 
vive here even after the pro­ 
duction of an edible bean. 
This bean comes enclosed in 
a burr-like sheath and is high­ 
ly aromatic. A standard kit­ 
chen use is to distribute a few 
beans in a quart jar of sugar, 
seal the jar and store away 
for a few weeks,or months. 
Then use the sugar for cook­ 
ing. or in hot beverages, and 
you will get the full value of 
the aromatic oils. 


Again, this plant is not too 
demanding but will be grate­ 
ful for an occasional water­ 
ing. You will get better foli­ 
age by pruning back heavily 
each winter. 


ANAGALLIS ARVENSIS is 
a shy plant that likes to hide 
in a rockery. The common 
name of Scarlet Pimpernel is 
rather a misnomer since the 
flowers are defintely orange- 
pink in color, with a purple 
blush. 
I suppose many of you re­ 
member the movie of that 


title and the rhyme: 
“They seek him here, they 
seek him there, 
Those Frenchies seek him 
everywhere! 
Is he in Heaven, is he in 
Hell 
That damned elusive pim­ 
pernel?” 


A SPRING LIST would not 
be complete without a men­ 
tion of the delightful Am­ 
brosia Eliator. This plant, like 
the others mentioned, will 
adapt itself readily to most 
surroundings and is in inex­ 
pensive addition to your gar­ 
den since it can be grown 
from 
seed. 
Its 
medicinal 
properties render it most val­ 
uable besides. Chinese herb­ 
alists have been using it for 
centuries as a cure for the 
common cold; as in so many 
other things the West could 
take a few lessons from the 
East. There, they put those 
ambrosial sachets 
by 
their 
wooden pillows at night, and 
invariably wake up with a 
clear head in the morning. 
One last word of warning. 
Since the above plants have 
not yet achieved 
the wide­ 
spread popularity they de­ 
serve, it would be best to 
make a check list of t h e 
names 
before 
going to the 
nursery, so as to be sure of 
obtaining the right varieties.
